Find Body

On Mountain Side 


D eath of M arian N adine Flint, 
29, O akland heiress and socialite 
on the slope of Mt. San Jacinto 
back of the V illage some tim e 
S aturday night was signed out 
by Coroner B en W hite of R iver­ 
side county as “accidental” after 
a three-day 
investigation. 
No 
form al inquest w as held. 
The nude body of Miss Flint 
w as found early Sunday m orning 
by Pfc. R obert J. C lark of the 
arm y air base here about half 
past seven, Sunday m orning, af­ 
te r an all-night search by soldiers 
of th e 1270th G uard at the 
air 
base, policemen, Boy Scouts, and 
Indians from th e reservation.

Miss Flint left her room s here, 
w here she w as staying, w ith 
a 
friend, Mrs. Jean Bainbridge of 
Piedm ont, early Saturday m orn­ 
ing and a short tim e later ap ­ 
peared at the police station w here 
she requested use of a police car 
to take her on an errand. W hen 
it w as explained this w as im pos­ 
sible, she left. 
T hat evening, Mrs. B ainbridge 
reported her m issing and a search 
already started, was intensified. 


CRIES HEARD

approxim ately 
11 p. m., 
Mrs. S. E. Linn, who lives in the 
vicinity of the base of the m oun­ 
tains w here Miss F lin t’s body 
was found, reported th a t 
she 
heard screams from a w om an on 
the m ountainside. At 11:15 p. m., 
C hief Lyle J. Sanard, in charge 
of the search, also heard cries 
from the m ountain side and the 
search converged on the source 
but it was not until m orning th at 
the body was found.

ate pieces. H er glasses w ere found 
but a valuable diam ond ring she 
w as reported to have been w ear­ 
ing had not been found up to 
yesterday.

Reich, although all declare that 
the quality of their food was not 
far below that of the civilian 
populace. 
Battle casualties arriving at 
Torney also credit their good re­ 
covery—sometimes life itself—to 
blood plasma which they have 
received either on the field be­ 
fore being removed by medical 
corpsmen or at clearing stations 
before transfer to Field or Evac­ 
uation hospitals. 


BLOOD SAVES LIVES 


According to official Red Cross 
reports five million pints of blood 
were collected for the Armed 
Forces last year. Now Medical 
Departments of Army and Navy 
declare that with the grimmest 
fighting 
just 
ahead 
in 
both 
European and Pacific battle zones 
hundreds of thousands of addi­ 
tional pints of plasma and whole 
blood must go forward in an 
ever increasing supply if men 
who are winning the war are to 
have their chance to live and re­ 
turn home. 
At Torney General Hospital, 
where Miss Lauretta Wilkinson 
is stationed at Field Director, Red 
Cross reports for the period from 
September t h r o u g h February 
. 
showed that the staff of medical i SEE PALM SPRINGS 
social workers handled a total of ’ 
736 incoming and outgoing health 
and 
welfare 
wires, 
relieving 
anxiety of men for their families, 
and that of relatives for seriously 
ill patients; a total of 1483 letters 
of similar importance, and 80 
loans 
amounting 
to 
$3291.42. 
They have filed 230 claims, hand­ 
led 547 new cases and distributed 
2031 comfort articles. 
The Recreation Staff of two 


professional recreation workers 
and two hospital workers assist­ 
ed by 56 registered Gray Ladies— 
volunteer workers of the Camp 
and Hospital Corps—show 35 mm 
films to ambulatory patients and 
16 mm films to bed patients on 
hospital wards; plan and conduct 
ward parties, game and music 
hours; distribute reading material 
and games; conduct a shopping 
service; wrap and mail packages 
and perform innumerable other 
important services for the men. 
Gray Ladies alone complete 80 
weekly assignments under the 
supervision 
of Miss 
Madeline 
Hagerty, head of the Recreation 
Staff. Working under the direc­ 
tion of Miss Reba Brown, hospi­ 
tal librarian they also assist in 
taking libarry books and maga­ 
zines to wards and secure re­ 
quested reading material from 
the post library or other ¿burees. 
They also sew for patients, place 
and care for flowers on hospital 
wards, write letters, read, and 
staff the information desk in the 
Red Cross Building. 


Off-the-post Red Cross recre­ 
ation activities which are super­ 
vised by Miss Hagerty include 
Motor Corps Rides each Tuesday 
and Thursday afternoon in coop­ 
eration with the local Red Cross; 
the Home Hospitality afforded 
by residents of the community 
who entertain patients at their 
homes for luncheon, tea, dinner 
or parties. This is an activity in 
which the Red Cross encourages 
Villagers to cooperate, as men 
apprecaite praticularly home in­ 
vitations which help to reac- 
quaint them with day to day Am­ 
erican home life. Said Miss Hag­ 
erty recently, “We find that the 
patient is happier wherever he 
may be assigned, if accepted by 
the community. Because then he 
doesn’t feel that he is an ‘out­ 
sider’.’’

Plate, Reminder 


To Local Motorists 


Gordon H. Garland, director of 
the state department of 
motor 
vehicles issued a notice this week 
to vehicle owners who have re­ 
ceived their new black and white 
1945 license plate that they must 
remove the old plate from

I Rise to Remark

One of the interesting spots in 
the Capitol, and probably the 
least known, is the "tom b", a 
space in the sub-basem ent direct­ 
ly beneath the crypt. U ntil 1832 
it was intended to serve as a 
tom b for the rem ains of George 
and M artha W ashington. 
Congress had in mind an open­ 
ing in the floor of the rotunda of 
the Capitol, through w hich visi­ 
tors could look down upon the 
tom b of W ashington, as visitors 
can look down upon the tom b of 
N apoleon at the Hotel des Inval­ 
ides in Paris. A circular opening 
actually 
existed 
in 
the 
floor 
above as late as 1828. 
W ashington died December 14, 
1799, and his w ill stipulated that 
he was to buried at Mt. Vernon. 
M artha 
W ashington, 
who died 
May 22, 1802, w as buried there 
w ith him. On Decem ber 31, 1799, 
M artha W ashington, replying to 
a 
resolution 
of 
the 
Congress, 
granted perm ission for the body 
of G eorge W ashington to be re ­ 
m oved to the Capitol. 
The m atter appears to have 
been under discussion by special 
com m ittees during the 30 years 
w hich foUowed. It came to a head 
a t the tim e of the C entennial of 
W ashington's birth, F ebruary 22, 
1832. 
A request w as then m ade to 
Jo h n A. W ashington of Mt. V er­ 
non, grand nephew of George 
W ashington, 
and 
to G e o r g e 
W ashington P arke Custis, grand­ 
son of M artha W ashington, for 
perm ission to rem ove the bodies. 
Custis, 
on 
February 
15, 
1832, 
gave this perm ission. John A. 
W ashington on the same day re­ 
fused his consent, in view of the 
request of G eorge W ashington 
that he be buried at Mt. Vernon, 
and on F ebruary 20, the G eneral 
Assembly of V irginia passed a 
•esolution opposing the rem oval, 
rh e plans to bury George and 
tfartha W ashington in the Capi- 
ol w ere never carried out. 
The space for th at purpose is 
till vacant, except for a catafal- 
[ue, a sim ple bier of boards cov- 
red w ith black cloth. It is now 
overed by a rem ovable glass case

was

h e catafalque w as then recov- 
red w ith new black cloth. 
T his catafalque is interesting. 
; is the one used for the body of

old base and dais m ounted on the 
new one. Tw elve bodies have lain 
upon it in the past 75 years, 
eleven of them in the rotunda of 
the Capitol. 
A braham Lincoln lay in State 
in the rotunda A pril 19-21, 1865; 
Thaddeus Stevens, A ugust 13, 14, 
1868; C harles Sum ner, M arch 13, 
1874; Jam es A. G arfield, Septem ­ 
ber 2-23, 1881; John A. Logan, 
D ecem ber 30, 1886 W illiam Mc­ 
K i n l e y , 
Septem ber 
17, 1901; 
M ajor P ierre Charles L ’Enfant, 
A pril 28, 1909 (the planner of the 
City of W ashington died in 1825 
and w as buried on th e Digges 
farm in M aryland, bu t w as in ter­ 
red in A rlington C em etery in 
1909, at w hich tim e his body lay 
in State in the rotunda); A dm iral 
G eorge Dewey, Jan u ary 20, 1917; 
the 
U nknow n 
Soldier 
of 
the 
W orld W ar, N ovem ber 9-11, 1921; 
W arren G. H arding, A ugust 8, 
1923; and W illiam H ow ard Taft, 
M arch 11, 1930. The catafalque 
w as also used to bear the casket 
of Salm on P. Chase, C hief Ju st­ 
ice of the U nited States, on M ay 
11, 1873, but th e body lay in the 
Suprem e Courtroom w hich was 
then in the Capitol. 
It is an interesting old place, 
the Capitol, aside from its signifi­ 
cance as the central point of the 
G overnm ent of the U nited States 
It is full of m em ories, and rich 
w ith history, and has in it m any 
interesting and curious spots, like 
this "tom b”.

The roots of a Creosote Bush go down deep into th e soil 
and, w e are told, are able to live w ithout w ater fo r three 
years. 
They are still green at the end of a h o t sum m er when 
everything else is grey—w hen shrubs not n ativ e to th e desert 
would long have been dead. 


There is nothing you can plan t to take th e place of the 
shrubs and trees which m ake the coloring of o u r desert unique 
—the greys and greens which blend the color of sand and sky 
into w hat people call “the beauty of the d esert”. 
Do not 
destroy them, include them in your garden a n d glorify them.

Greyhound Bus 
Drivers Know 
Value of Tires , 


Now that civilian tire quotas 
have been cut again to provide 
for 
increased 
military 
needs, 
motorists will be forced to re­ 
double their efforts to stretch 
mileage. Tire conservation m eth­ 
ods of intercity bus lines, as 
compiled by the National Asso­ 
ciation of Motor Bus Operators, 
set a high standard. While most 
motorists may not be as pain­ 
staking as the operators of high­ 
w ay buses, the exacting practices 
followed 
provide 
a 
valuable 
check list. 
Proper inflation is of prime im ­ 
portance. Before every trip, bus 
tires are checked on gauges that 
are calibrated daily. In addition, 
inflation is checked again at rest 
stops and terminals. Special at­ 
tention is given to the replace­ 
m ent of worn valve caps and 
cores to prevent slow leaks. Be­ 
cause tires containing synthetic 
rubber develop higher tem pera­ 
tures, the frequent checks also 
a v o i d over-inflation resulting 
from excessive heat. 
Every tim e a bus comes into 
the garage, all tires are inspected 
to remove stones, glass or nails 
imbedded in the rubber. The in­ 
spector also looks for any indi­ 
cation of rubbing against the 
body or fenders; any cuts or 
bruises in the walls or tread; any 
excessive wear resulting from 
misalignment of wheels, dragging 
brakes or brake abuse, and for 
cracks or breaks in the rims. 
Front wheels of buses are check­ 
ed for proper toe-in at least once 
a week or upon any sign of m is­ 
alignment. "Hie condition of bush­ 
ings, bearings, axles, springs, tie- 
rods and drag links, which may 
have a bearing on tire wear, are 
also checked at regular intervals. 
Tires are rotated frequently to 
insure even wear and when they
